SILK TRAIN MAKES 
NEW SPEED RECORD 
rn------- 
Average of Fifty Allies an 
Hour; Three Hours 
from Minneapolis 
to La Crosse 


A record time for a run between 
Minneapolis and La Crosse was es­ 
tablished yesterday by the C. M. & 
St. P. silk train from Seattle, Wash., 
which is on its way to the east and 
which came from the Twin Cities 
here in three hours. 
But two stops 
were made on this run of 140 miles, 
the train stopping at Hastings and 
Winona. 
The time of three hours for the 
run between this city and Minneapo­ 
lis is considered extraordinary and 
it is thought that it will he a rec­ 
ord for some time to come. Engi­ 
neer Knappin of Minneapolis 
ann 
Conductor Gerald Cross of Minnea­ 
polis, were in charge of the train. 
Going through the freight yards 
in St. Paul and through the passen­ 
ger yards at Winona, the train av­ 
eraged almost fifty miles per hour. 
Six coaches made up the silk train 
which arrived in this city at 4:06 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
After arriving in La Crosse 
the 
train at once left on the trip 
to 
Milwaukee and Chicago after which 
it will start east and go to New’ York 
and other points in the east. 


Colliding on the switch directly 
north of the railroad crossing on 
Mill street early this morning, a ser­ 
ious accident was narrowly averted 
when street cars Nos. 4 0 and 46 
.came together just as No. 40 was j 
about to run onto the double track, j 
No. 4 0 was badly damaged, many of 
the windows being broken and the ( 
vestibule being smashed, but No. 43 : 
was merely scratched. Although car I 
No. 43, which was going south, was i 
crowded nobody was injured as the 
cars did not run into each squarely 
but just came together a t the corners 
of the cars. 
The accident occurred about 6 : 40 j 
o’clock this morning when the ca~s ; 
were on their first trip. Car No. 40 j 
was northbound with Motorman Mc­ 
Gregor 
and 
Conductor 
Daley in 
charge.

crossing they had plenty of time to 
get through before the other car 
came so they ran onto the single j 
track at the south side of the cross-■ 
ing. but before they could get over!

No. 40 got across the tracks and 
up the Incline on the north side of 
the crossing but No. 43 arrived a tt 
the switch at the same tim e as the 
northbound car. Just as No. 40 was 
turning tcf get onto 
the 
double 
tracks No. 43 reached the switch 
and the tw’o cars 
hit each other a 
glancing blow. Because of the slip­ 
pery rails Motorman Blasky w’as un-; 
able to stop his car. Many of the 
windows on No. 40 were broken but 
No. 43 was merely scratched. 
Both cars completed their runs af­ 
ter which they were taken to the 
street car barn, where they will un­ 
dergo repairs.
